prisoners at Allenwood are draft 
resisters because it is the only 
such prison on the East Coast, 
said the spokesman. More than 
400 other draft resisters are 
spread throughout the federal 
prison system, he said.

'It comes up several times a 


"People come 
down and visit and find it's just 
not true. Visitors find easy ac- 
cess to the camp.

guarded by 18 unarmed custo 
dial officers. 


Kunstler said another of the 


camps is set up near Avon 
Park, Fla., but the institution's 
superintendent said it was re 
turned from federal to state 
control in 1962 and is a mini 
mum security state prison hous- 
ing 610 felons. 


Supt. Herbert Kelley said, "I 


don't know the reasoning behind 
what this guy is saying, but I 
think it stems fom back around 
1952 when it was one of six or so 
places in the nation leased by 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons."

Four years later he issued the 


epigram, "I do not choose to 
run." 
This was the most widely mis- 


interpreted remark on his career. 
Silence proved other than golden. 


Coolidge very much desired a 


second full term and in saying 
"choose" he really intended to 
convey the word to the G.O.P. 
chieftains to ask him to take the 
1928 nomination. 


The message did not sink in 


and the party turned to Herbert 
Hoover as its standardbearer. 


Relations between the two men 


lost their 1924 cordiality which 
prompted Coolidge to re-appoint 
Hoover as Secretary of Com- 
merce. 


Coolidge died in retirement in 


his 
native Vermont in 1938, 


living just long enough to see the 
transition from a laissez faire to 
a Big Brother government in this 
country. 
He was not a great President, 


but he is not alone in that 
category and if he was colorless, 
so must it be said was the 
national attitude in the 1920s. 


The U.S. turned away from the 


world in that decade and would 
no more have accepted a dynamic 
leadership from the White House 
lliaii it was content to continue 
along under Hoover in 1932. 


Coolidge was a common sense 


person and fitted perfectly in 
the groove of his days which saw 
great compatibility in a practical 
man minding the store while 
everybody else was out raising 
whoopee.

Judicial Court of Massachusetts 
in 1882, he moved up to the U.S. 
Supreme Court on* appointment 
by President Theodore Roose- 
velt. After a series of notable 
opinions and dissents, he was 
regarded 
as the leading ex- 


ponent of law in Anglo-Saxon 
countries. He retired in 1932. 


"The Great Dissenter" had 


certain fixed ideas, the chief of 
which was that law was made 
for society and not vice versa. 
He believed that law was not an 
absolute, "but what the courts 
will enforce." 


He said "The best test of 


truth is the power of thought to 
get itself accepted in the mar- 
ket." 


In time, many of his dissents 


were accepted as good law, 
such as his pronouncements on 
the plenary power of Congress 
over commerce, on the taxing 
power 
of Congress, on 
the 


meaning of "police power" and 
on the provisions of the'Bill of 
Rights. 


He died in 1935. 
Others born today include

In most hands, the chief job 


of a defender is to try to beat 
the contract. This cannot be 
done by playing mechanically, 
for good defense requires active 
thinking. Thoughtless defense 
leads to prosaic results and, 
occasionally, disaster. 


Admittedly, the defenders are 


under a handicap when play 
begins because they are not as 
precisely aware of their assets 
as declarer 
is of his. But 


seldom should this prove fatal. 
There 
are 
usually ways of 


overcoming this initial handi- 
cap as East-West did in today's 
deal. 


Declarer won the spade lead 


with the king and returned the 
jack of diamonds, losing to 


East's queen. Everything now 
hinged on East's next play.. 


Had he returned a spade, the 


suit his partner had led, South 
would have breezed home with 
nine tricks. He would have 
forced out the ace of diamonds, 
losing, at most, two diamonds 
and two clubs. 


But East could see no future 


in spades. West was marked 
with the ace of diamonds anrl 
consequently could not have the 
ace of spades also, if declarer's 
bids were to be believed. A 
spade 
return 
would merely 


mark time and allow South to 
develop his tricks at leisure. 


It was necessary to attack 


elsewhere and the obvious suit 
was clubs. If West had any kind 
of heart stopper along with the 
diamond ace, South would be 
unable to run nine tricks even if 
he gained a trick on a club 
return.' 


Having reached this conclu- 


sion, 
East's only 
remaining 


problem was which club to 
return. To this there could be 
but one answer. He led the 
three. 


Declarer won with the six, 


but his goose was cooked. He 
led the nine of diamonds, but 
West went up with the ace, 
returned a club, and South went 
down one, losing three clubs 
and two diamonds. 


Had East returned the queen 


or jack of clubs instead of the 
three, d e c l a r e r would have 
made the contract. He would 
have had two club stoppers 
instead of one.

Cape Cod, Berrien 
Cases Not Linked 


Authorities in Massachusetts 


have not found any connection 
between a 25-year-old muliple 
slaying suspect and southwest- 
ern Michigan, the Boston bur- 
eau of The Associated Press 
informed this newspaper. 


The Associated Press was 


queried on the possibility that 
Antone Costa, 25, might have 
been in Michigan four years ago 
when the bodies of three fe- 
males were discovered in Ber- 
rien county.

Provincetown, Mass., with the 
murders of two young women 
whose mutilated bodies were 
found in Cape Cod sand dunes. 
He also is under investigation in 
the slayings of two other girls 
in Massachusetts.

Ross Hagen of the Boston AP 


bureau said Costa is believed to 
be a a native of the Province- 
town area, but he also has been 
placed in Boston, New York 
City and California. Costa is an 
unemployed carpenter and taxi- 
dermist. 


T h i s newspaper 
routinely 


checks the whereabouts of mul- 
tiple-slaying suspects for possi- 
ble connections with Berrien 
county's unsolved murders. A 
call to Texas in July, 1966, 
revealed that Richard Speck, 
killer of eight nurses in Chica- 
go, was in a Dallas jail during 
the triple murder period in 
Berrien county.

shocked southwestern Michigan 
when the bodies of two women 
and a seven-year-old girl were 
found April 4, 1965, in a pine 
grove 10 miles east of Benton 
Harbor. One of the bodies was 
decapitated. The head had been 
hacked 'off one of the corpses 
found in Massachusetts. 


An earlier unsolved murder of 


a young woman also was linked 
to the case.
